PLAQUE TO HONOR LINDBERGH 
UNVEILED WHILE LE BOURGET 
FIELD AWAITS BYRD’S PLANE 


By the Associated Press 
LE BOUGET, France, June 20. 
HILE Commander Richard 
We Syrd was winging to 
Paris through a dense At- 
lantic fog, and with Clarence 
D. Chamberlin and Charles A. 
Levine standing by in homage, 
a marble plaque commemorat 
ing Charles A. Lindbergh's fext 
of first reaching the European 
continent by air from the Unit- 
ed States was dedicated today 
on the spot where the young 
American landed May 21. 

The plaque was a simple slab 
engraved with the words:
